Rich in Minerals. 


Another Important Discovery in 
Hastings County. 


Deposit of Corundum, 


Gold exists in many parts of Ontario, 
and platinum, a mineral even more yal- 
uable, than gold, is found on the north 
shore of Lake Huron. Ontario may gain 
still greater celebrity, for corundum, a 
substance in which several precious 
stones are found has been discovered in 
Hastings County. ‘The deposit isin the 
northern part of the county and is dif- 
ficult of agcess, but it is safe to predict 
that hundreds of prospectors will scour 
the country in the near future. 

The discovery was made a few weeks 
ago by Mr. Ferrier, lithologist of the 
geological survey, and the locality is lot 
fourteen in the fourteenth concession of 
Carlow. The outcropping is 700 feet 
long by 800 feet wide. On Saturday, 
Oct, 24,0 letter was received at the office 
of the Bureau of Mines from Dr. Daw- 
son, Director of the Geological Survey, 
reporting the discovery and giving some 
account of it. The township of Carlow 
is free grant land, and the Crown re- 
serves to itself the mineral rights, but it 
was deemed advisable by Attorney- 
General Hardy to withdraw some fif- 
teen adjacent lots from sale or settle- 
ment. It is not likely that the Ontario 
Government will offer the land in Car- 
low for sale until the property has been 
carefully examined, and if it found to 
possess the value which the report of the 
Ottawa lithologist would seem to con- 
vey it is hardly likely that the lots will 
be disposed of at the ordinary price of

The Great Wall of China. 


A Most Wonderful Work. 


‘China abounds in great walls,” re- 
marks a Pekin correspondent in a recent 


letter; ‘‘ walled country, walled cities, 
walled villages, walled palaces and tem- 
ples—wall after wall and wall within 
wall. But the greatest of all is the 
great wall of China, built 218 years be- 
fore our era, of great slabs of well-hewn 
stone,laid in regular courses some twen- 
ty feet high, and then topped out with 
large, hard-burned brick, the ramparts 
high and thick and castellated for use 
ofarms. It was built to keep the war- 
like Tartars out—25 feet high by 40 feet 
thick; 1200 miles long, with room on 
top for six horses to be ridden abreast. 
For 1400 years it kept those hordes at 
bay, in the main, and it is just as firm 
and good and strong as when put in 
place. How one feels while standing 
on this vast work, scrutinizing its old 
masonry, its queer old cannon and am- 
bitious sweep along the mountain crest. 
In speechless awe we strolled or sat and 
gazed in silent wonder. ‘Twelve hun- 
dred miles of this gigantic work, built 
on the rugged, craggy mountain tops, 
vaulting over gorges, spanning wild 
streams, netting the river archways 
huge, hard bars of copper; with double 
gates, and swinging doors, and bars set 
thick with iron armor—a wonder in the 
world, before which the old-time classic 
seven wonders, all gone now, saye the 
great pyramid—were toys. An engin- 
eer in Seward’s party, here some years 
ago, gave it as his opinion that the cost 
of this wall, figuring labor at the same 
rate, would more than equal that of all 
the 100,000 miles of railways in the Uni- 
ted States. ‘The material it contains 
would build a wall six feet high and 
two feet thick straight around the globe. 
Yet this was done in only twenty years, 
without a trace of debt or bond. It is 
the greatest indiyidual labor the world 
has ever known, You stand before it as 
before the great Omnipotent bowed 
and silent.”

ROCK ELM IN DEMAND. 


The Bicycle Gives the 

Room. 
The continuing and growing demand 
for bioycles has its effect upon the 
‘hardwood lumber trade. It is estimat- 
ed that there will be produced in Am- 
erican factories this year nearly 800,-

000 bicycles. Practically all of these 
are equipped with wood rims. Each 
wood rim requires 2 1-2 feet board 
measure, and, allowing one-third for 


waste, that would mean a consumption 
of 6,000,000 feet, almost exclusively 
rock elm. This is for the rims alene, 
to say nothing of the guards and han- 


dle bars, but of the latter there is 
another story. ‘he consumption of 
6,000,000 feet or thereabouts of rock 


elm does not look very large in a busi-

The exact size of the force maintained

We PRoke above of wooden handle 
bars. That is to be the next, thing in 
bicycies, according to authorities on the 
subject. Wood, principally hickory, 
perhaps a little ash, is to be used in- 
stead of steel tubing, not because of 
any decrease in weight, as that will 
remain about the same, but because of 
the superior elasticity of the wood, mak- 
ing the wheels easier to ride and less 
fatiguing to the hands and arms. Fur- 
thermore, it will be an advantage to 
the manufacturers, as bent tubing is 
a difficult article to mamufacture, 
Whereas hickory can be bent into any 
desired shape; and then, again, the 
new bars will be cheaper. There is no 
prospect of any less number of bicy- 
cles being manufactured in the near 
future than in the presen or ‘the past, 
and perhaps 1,000,000 bicycles next year 
may be placed new upon the market. 
A considerable portion of them, it is 
said, perhaps the majority, will have 
handle bars made of seoond-growth 
hickory. That is amother thing for 
the hardwood men to take mote of. But 
the consumption of lumber due to the 
bicycle trade does not stop with this.

prices. So the question of flavor is one 
of great importance. It is a question, 
also, still somewhat shrouded in mys- 
tery. We understand and know how to 
make butter the right texture or grain, 
but. when it comes to flavor we are BOs 
tally at sea. So writes Mr. King in 
Michigan Farmer. 

Up to quite recently the general ac- 
cepted theory was that feed was re- 
sponsible for butter flavor, and it is 
perhaps needless for us to say that 
it is yet the accepted theory of 
large majority of dairymen. When we 
first began to build silos and feed en- 
silage the strong point in the practice 
was that with succulent food one could 
make June butter the year round. Time 
has proven this a fallacy. The ensil- 
age feeder found by experienco that 
June flavor could not be fed into but- 
ter, even with the assistance of suc- 
culent feed, and a feed that comes as 
near comparing with natural June 
pasturage as one is likely to get, Then 
with the great fact that as yet mo 
one has been able to feed a June fla- 
vor into December or March utter 
prominently before us, in connection 
with the fact that the consumer de- 
mands and the markets pay the best 
prices for the June flavor, we must 
drop the old theory that flayor can be 
fed into butter through a cow, and if 
possible find from whut source the fla- 
vor does come, ‘This is not a question 
Where the only pay is in the satistac- 
tion of knowing, but a question of dol- 
lars andicents to dairymen, The last 
quarter of the nineteenth century has 
solved some great dairy questions, and 
1 feel quite sure berore the twentieth 
century, is ushered in this question will 
be solved, and we will ‘have no more 
of feeding flavor into butter through 
the cow. The dairy world /has, in the 
past few years, made some radical de- 
partures from old usuages and ideas 
In practice, and has recognized new 
forces little dreamed of a quarter, of 
a century ago. One of the most 1tn- 
portant of these, perhaps, is the feed- 
ing-fat-into-milk question, That the 
quality of richness of milk depends on 
the feed a cow eats was, until quite re- 
cently, scarcely questioned, but that 
feed was responsible for the amount 
of butter in the milk was accepted as 
a fact.

The same can be suid of June 
flavor. Because we can make butter 
with that fine aroma we conclude that 
it is due to succulent feed or feed that 
is just suited to the requirement of 
the cow to give her butter the June 
flavor. This theory looks just as plau- 
sible as the theory that’ fat can be 
fed into milk, and Han been an accept- 
ed, fixed principle in dairying. For 
several years I have been a doubting 
Yhomas when it comes to feeding fla- 
vor into milk, and have come to the 
conclusion that the cow is no more re- 
Sponsible for the flavor of her butter 
than the man in the moons and further 
than that, I don’t believe that feed has 
anything to do or is in any way respon- 
sible for butter flavor—that is, the 
feed that the cow eats, But I am 
sure that the feed outside of the cow 
Sometimes has a great deal to do with 
the flavor of her butter. This is equi- 
valent to saying that butter 
comes from without and not from 
within the cow. It is understood—and 
the point is not questioned—that fla- 
vor is due to lactic acid, and that lactic 
acid is the product of bacteria, also 
that there are different species of bac- 
teria, all playing an important purt 
In » world, Without the bacteria 
there is neither ferment nor decompo- 
sition, which we must have in cream 
ripening. Now let us bear 
in mind as we go along, as it is an im- 
portant factor m ‘the question, Right 
in connection with this, know that 
it we milk to a certain degree 
and then p it from coming in contact 
With air, it will stayjsweet, or in oth- 
er words, will not develop lactic acid. 
In heating the milk we hav mply de- 
stroyed or killed the bac in’ the 
milk. These bacteria came from the air 
Jand not from the cow.

Tt often proves to be a perp! xing 
matter where to set an orchard. 'Yhere 
are a great many things to be consid- 
ered, and each farmer must do this for 
himself.

SHIPPING PERISHABLE GOODS, 


Valuable rv ixperience Has 


A study of the 


| 1ethods of protecting 
from injury 


during transportation, or 
while in storage, various food products 
and other perishable articles is inter- 
esting, especially to those engaged in 
a business in which this matter must 
be duly considered as a question of 
dollars and cents. Different conditions 
of temperature are the basis of such 
study. Severe extremes of heat and 
cold may be encountered while only a 
short distance is covered. It is possi- 
ble, even under the worst conditions, 
so to pack any kind of perishable goods 
that the danger of loss by reason of 
decay, _breakage, leakage and similar 
causes is much lessened. 

Articles recognized as perishable in- 
clude all fruits and vegetables, milk 
and other dairy products, fish, fresh 
meats, poultry, game, clams, oysters and 
other shell fish, canned or bottled gro- 
ceri wines, hop and malt liquors, 
Various mineral waters, medicines and 
liquid drugs which, instead of alcohol, 
have water for a base, ink, mucilage 
and kindred articles, In shipping any 
of these and similar goods, the point to 
be observed is protection from exces- 
sive cold and frost, as well as extreme 
heat. Precaution must be taken to have 
in the car a good circulation of air, in 
which gases generated by such goods 
may be carried off. Temperatures at 
which the different commodities are 
liable to damage vary materially with 
the nature of goods. 

PAVORABLE CONDITIONS 
for one article wiil be bad for another, 
and the condition of all goods when

ance, 

Another point to be considered is 
whether the train is to be sent through 
direct from one point to another, or 
to be sidetracked along the line.

After the fall of Athens the Turks took 
240 prisoners, including eighteen Euro- 
peans. The Turkish General, suppos- 
ing that Lord Cochrane and General

Shown that the most favorible tem- 
perature for shipping fish is about that 
of melting ice. If properly packed, un- 
der ,good conditions, fish muy be kept 
ina marketable state for a month after 
they are caught and boxed in ice. It 
is by this means that passengers on 
transatlantic steamers are enabled to 
be served with good and palatable fish 
during an entire voyage. Cities in the 
West may be supplied in like manner 
with fish of various kinds which live 
ealy in Bastern waters. 

_ Shelled oysters, if sent in their own 
liquor, packed in perfectly tight bar- 
reis, will not be spoiled, even if they 
become frozen, Clams freeze more 
readily than do oysters, and thick clams 
and oysters will stand cold better than 
will the lean ones, there being more 
Water in the lean kind, Should they 
freeze while being shipped in their shells 
it is safest to allow them to 
AW OUT GRADUALLY 
in a moderately cool place. Clams and 
oysters will stand a journey better dur- 
ing a snow storm, than when the weath- 
er is fair and the wind high. In ex- 
treme weather, barrels in which these 
things are shipped are lined with tough 
paper. Oysters in their shells, if stored 
in a dark place where they are sprink- 
led occasionally with ice water, and 
where the temperature is but little 
above freezing, may be kept in good 
condition for at least two months, 

In shipping fruit a uniform tempera- 
ture of from 40 to 50 degrees is | best 
for keeping the fruit in good condition, 
If it is packed with care, and handled 
in like manner, fruit may be kept in 
an excellent state of preservation for 
from twenty to thirty days. It will 
Stand long journeys, too. Oranges, if 
slightly frozen, may be placed in @ 
cool room to thaw out gradually, a 
process which makes them sweeter, and 
this is thought by some people to give 
an improved flavor to the fruit. When 
thawed out after being frozen solid, 
oranges will be found to have acquired 
a flaver which is unpleasantly sweet. 
A simple method of thawing out oranges 
isto place them in cold water as soon 
as received, and they will then thaw 
ina gradual way. All fruit willstand 
15 degrees more cold if it is wrapped in

Sprout better in the spring if they have, 
been frozen first in the winter. <A 
temperature below zero does not injure 
bulbous plants such as hyacinths, lilies, 
tulips and the like, Cut flowers should 
keep well for several days in a tempera- 
ture a little aboye freezing.

SHIPS WERE READY. 


On Sept. 9, 1827, a fleet of Turk- 
ish and Egyptian warships entered the 
Bay of Navarino, and four days later 
a British squadron, under Admiral 
Codrington, took up position in the 
same waters. On the 22nd of the 
month, a French squadron, under Ad- 
miral Rigny, and ‘a Russian squadron, 
under Count Heyden, united with Cod- 
rington. Ibrahim Pasha had been per- 
mitted to join the Turkish fleet with 
ninety-two Egyptian vessels on the 
understanding that he would not be, 
allowed to leave the bay if the Porte 
resolved on resistance. A verbal arm- 
istice was concluded for twenty-one 
days, which Ibrahim violated. He 
‘stealthily sent out two divisions of 
ships, and on these being driven back, 
revenged himself in true Oriental fash- 
ion. He landed troops in the Morea, 
and began a war of extermination. He 
issued orders to put everyone to death 
in the villages where resistance was 
attempted; and in several this was 
asta done.

SAVAGE WEST INDIANS. 


Poople Who Make a Study of Poisoning 
Friends, 

One of tho most horrible practices stilt 
survives among tho colored popniation 
of several of the islands in the Wost In- 
dios. It is called “obeahism,’’ and whilo 
it is carried on under the gulse of re- 
ligion it is really  mothod of revenge. 
Tho obesh priests aro fiends, who give 
thomselves over to a study and practice 
of the art of potsoning. The colored 
population of tho country districts of 
Hayti and Jamaica are among tho poor- 
est and most ignorant in the world out- 
sido of the barbaric tribes, 

These country people, a largo majority 
of the population, form little settlements 
or soattered towns, and the Government 
provides them with little churches, but 
while tho people profoss to be Christians 
and occasionally go to church, they have 
much more faith in the oboah man than 
in the preacher or, if not moro faith in 
they havo at least more fear of him, and 
fomotimos it is not without reason. Lhe 
obeah man $s always rather smarter than 
his companions. He is bright enough to 
806 any casy way to provide himself with 
a fow luxuries, and ho must be able to 
make his comrades believe In him. The 
obeuh man if im no sense a priest or 
spiritual guide. Ho is a compounder of 
poisons, and at this ho is ordinarily ogly 
too skilful. He has no temple and pre- 
tends to no sacred rites beyond a few 
simfple incantations whioh he adds for 
effect, He works as much as any of his 
companions, either on his own little 
place or on the neighboring estate and 
he does not often oven pretend to have 
inherited powars from any angestors. Ho 
picks up tho trade and in a small way 
makos it profitable. 

It 1 an casy matter for any ordinarily 
bright negro to establish a local reputa- 
tion as an obeah man. He provides him- 
self with some of the stock belonging to 
an obeah man—three white roosters’ 
heads among the first and drops a sly

home-mado poison does it, and if he is 
smart there is no danger of his being 
cought, His companions begin to regard 
him with awe and to fear him. From 
that moment he is a recognized obeah 
man. 

The obeah man usually takes the pre- 
caution to know his victim before he 
practises his diabolical arts on a white 
planter, says the Philadelphia Press, As 
arule the latter is too intelligent to have 
any fear of the supernatural powers to 
which he lays claim, though one and all 
unite in fearing his poisons, and poison- 


ing is a much easier matter for tropical , 


negroes than one might imagine, by rea- 
son of the many poisonous vines, plants 
and roots with which the experience of 
generations has made them familiar. 
Then the manner of kewping the water 
of the household helps the obeah man 
considerably. Eyery house has its big 
porous earthen jar, in which the drink- 
ing water is kept and through which it 
gradually trickles into a smaller jar be- 
neath. A handful of brinyilliers leaves 
dropped into the water jar will in a few 
days put an end to a whole family. 

It was not hard to have these leaves 
put into the water, because the obeah 
man knows all the servants in the house 
and some of them are yery likely to put 
themselves in his power and must do as 
ho tells them. Whether they are in his 
power or not, they are all very much 
afraid of him. A planter has been known, 
when the well-known indications ‘appear 
to point direct to the oheah man, to pound 
nearly all the daylight out of him and 
have him arrested and kept in prison to 
cool his heels until ho has learned discre- 
tion in his dealings, But many others, 
out of regard for thelrown families and 
for fear the obeah man ‘should go to ex- 
treme measures in his hanky-papky 
tricks and poison them all off, make a 
point of compounding for their offense, 
Say a plantation hand has a grievance 
against a particular planter for discharg- 
ing him without cause; he goes to an 
obeah man and in a day or two the own- 
er of the plantation walks out to his gate 
and finds lyingin his path three white 
roosters’ heads. He knows they mean 
mischief, He knows, too, that they will 
not be alone, and he looks about and 
soon sees an empty bottle hanging from 
a neighboring tree. It is a hint that the 
bottle is intended to catch his shadow, a 
serious warning that must not go un- 
heeded. Does ho send for the police? 
Nothing of the kind. Remember that his 
family have lived for generations among 
those obeah workers and have some fear 
of them. He has seen warnings before 
and knows that unless he acts quickly 
the consequences will be serious. 

His first step is to find out whom he 
has offended. He remembers the incident 
of the man who was discharged, and 
sends for him., He does not know how 
deadly the grudge may be, His own life, 
the lives of all his family may bo at 
stake. Tho water jars must be emptied 
and cleaned, for they may contain pol- 
son. All the food must be carefully 
watohed bysome trusty soryant, but tho

An Electric Switch. 

A mothod by which a switch may be 
oporated by the motorman of a car a8 it 
approaches the switch was recently given 
a publio test in New York. 

The switch apparatus consists of 
double solenoid motor and a current re- 
versing switoh, all of whioh are con- 
tained in a box under the switch tongue, 
18x86 Inches in size, The eleotric current 
is applied by means of the regular con- 
troller through an insulated section of 
track near the switoh terminal. On ap- 
proaching tho switch, if the motorman 
sees that it is placed right for him he 
shuts off tho current, allowing the oar to 
skid over the insulated section. If, how- 
ever, the switch tongue ts net in the 
right position for the track ho wishes to 
take, he leaves the current on, or it 
necessary, gives a little moro ourrent

CARE OF THE EYES. 
people are satisfied with the 
color and dimensions of their eyes and 
would no doubt effect some alteration 
if they only could. We have come to 
believe the old saying that the “eyes 
are the windows of the soul,” but some- 
times we find that the people with the 
smallest souls have the most beautiful 
“windows.” Well, as no alteration 
imaginable would change the size or 
color of the eyes, it behooves every one 
to take good care of what they have, 
The eyes are such precious and ten- 
der organs that a good deal of care is 
required to keep them in good order. 
A strong light is apt to weaken and red- 
den them. To read or work by a poor 
lamp or insufficient light is a terrible 
strain. A bad habit—that is, bad for 
the eyes—is to read in a reclining posi- 
tion. he strain on the muscles weak- 
ens the eyes. Vigorous rubbing of the 
eyes should never be indulged in. 
Many people are troubled with burn- 
ing and soreness of the lids, A good 
remedy for this is to bathe the eyes 
several times a day with hot water, 
This simple remedy is also recommend- 
ed for redness, or for bloodshot eyes, 
Often on awakening in the morning 
there is a secretion on the edge of the 
lids. Instead of rubbing them, as is the 


| 
usual way, bathe the lids with wa 
Water until the foreign matter is a2 
moved. If one is subject to this or to. 
granulated lids, a little vaseline rubbed 
on the edge of the lids with the fin er 
tip will do much to relieve the trouble 
ifnot curing it entirely. If any foreign 
substance has got into the eye it is best 
not to rub it, as that will only create 
inflammation. Close the eye for a 
short. while and the annoyance, what- 
ever it is, will work downward until it 
will be easy to remove with the corner 
ofa handkerchief. Another way is to 
hold the lids gently apart and allow 
luke-warm water to trickle over the 
ball of the eye. ‘This method is effec- 
tive and Painless, 
Dotted veils are a source of much

trouble among women. If they will 
persist in wearing veils let thera be 
plain and not fi ed. Almost any 


veil, if worn much, is injurious to the 
oven. As soon as anyone discovers that 
the eye dims or that the sight is not 
as keen as it has been, he afiould con- 
sult an optician. Glasses may not 
beautify, but the lass of eyesight is 
too terrible an affliction to think light- 
ly of. . The most precious of all the 
Senses! is the sight, and possibly too 
many do not appreciate it until it begins 
to fail. Too much thought and atten- 
tion cannot be given to the proper care 
of this delicate piece of mibctianter but 
some people are foolish enough to tam- 
per with it by introducing substances 
to enlarge! the pupil or enhance the 
brilliancy, Too late, alas! they dis- 
cover their mistake, but the sight once 
gone, it is most difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to restore. 
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VISITING THE SICK. 


Not all sick people are permitted to 
be visited. For such it may be dan- 
gerous to hear laughter and conversa- 
tion, and to see strange faces, The 
doctor or nurse in attendance will, 
however, be the best judges and should 
be implicitely obeyed. There are many 
sick ones to whom visits of friends, 
providing they are the right kind, are 
as medicine. To be shut up in dark- 
ened rooms from day to day becomes 
most tiresome unless relieved in some 
manner. Whiffs from the outside 
world are refreshing. Bits of pleasant 
gossip, good news—anything which is 
not sad or depressing in character is 
most welcome to the invalid. 

As arule yisits should be made in 
the morning or early afternoon, for the 
invalid then feels fresher and brighter 
from the night’s rest and morning toi- 
let. Visits should be short unless one 
comes by appointment to remain any 


length of time. Great care should be 
taken that one does not go near a 
delicate invalid with cold or damp 
wraps on, or clasp the thin hand in a 
cold one, It is well to preserve a na- 
tural expression even if disease has 
wrought terrible changes in the be- 
loved friend.

MONTREAL'S PERIL, 


Leakage From the Reservoir Wenkens the 


Retaining Walls—Fears of an Appal- 
ling Disaster, 


A despatch from Montreal, saysi—The 
leakage from the city reservoirs on the 
sides of the mountain thas become so 
great that there is imminent danger of 
an appalling disaster, The authorities 
of McGill university, Which is situat- 
ed immediately below the lower reser- 
voir, have complained to the city. that 
the leakage is undermining the build 
ings, but nothing has been done for 
want of money.) In view of the im- 
portance of this matter his Worship 
the Mayor, has written to Ald. Costi- 
gan, Chairman of the Wuter Commit- 
fee, that ab it bad! been fully decided 
that the reservoir is at present in an 
unsafe condition ‘he had decided to 
assume the responsibility of authorizp 
ing the necessary repairs to be made, 
considering that this was a pressing 
emergency and trusting to the Legisla- 
ture to ratify ‘his action and to public 
opinion to support him; Mr. Laforest, 
the water Superintendent, says that he 
had no desire to create unnecessary 
alarm, but unless repairs were made ~ 
there was no knowing whether the 
wall would not some time collapse. 

Mr. Davies goes even farther than 
this and says that unless repairs are ~ 
made, and made soon, a most appail- 
ing disaster is inevitable, as the dam- 
age to the retaining walls is spreading 
at an ever-increasing ratio. He re- 
marked this morning:—‘‘You are per- 
fectly at liberty to saree it is my 
deliberate prediction that unless these 
leakages are ot once attended to the 
revetment wall holding back the reser- 
voir above McGill College must give 
way and we shall have a disaster 
worse than that at Johnstown. The 
masonry wail is only eight or ten feet 
thick, and once it is thoroughl, d 
honeycombed and gives way ‘the earth 
backing will not avail to hold that im{- 
mense body of water back.

Is There Anything Here You Want 


Hastings Gold Mines. 


Foreign Capitalists Investing 
Largely. 


A representative of the Toronto 
World has been visiting themining dis- 
tricts in Marmora and vicinity, and in 
Saturday’s World appears his first let- 
ter,from which we make some extracts: 

“While the people of Toronto and 
Southern Ontario generally are strain- 
ing their eyes towards British Colum- 
bia, the Seine and Rainy Rivers, they 
seem to be overlooking the existence of 
mining lands nearer home. The peo- 
ple are,as a rule, altogether unaware 
of the fact that within 120 miles or so of 
the Queen City nature has located de- 
posits of gold, silver, iron, lead, copper, 
mica, asbestos, actinolite, conundum, 
lithographic stone and other valuable 
minerals, Thotgh Canadians are un- 
appreciative of these riches of their own 
country, others are not, and the outlook 
is that before the slow-going Canuck 
“catches on” the whole region will be 
in the hands of Englishmen and Ameri- 
cans. 

One London (Eng.) syndicate with a 
capital of half a million pounds sterling 
has already gained control of 185,000 
acres of promising lands in the vicinity, 
and within the past few days a member 
of the British House of Commons, on 
behalf of Scotch capitalists, who own 
20 Rossland mines, has repeatedly visit- 
ed the district for the purpose Of picking 
up any properties he could get hold of. 

EXTENSIVE GOLD DEPOSITS. 

There is not the slighest doubt that 
extensive bodies of gold bearing ores 
exist in this region. Evidences of this 
confront the observer on all sides. In 
two out of three village or farm houses 
the visitor will find collections of min- 
eralized quartz and vials of gold dust 
picked up and panned out respectively 
on undeveloped yeins in the neighbor- 
hood. While in the county I ran across 
numerous specimens of free gold, some 
of them startlingly rich. Pieces of free- 
milling quartz the size of a hen’s egg 
have carried $15 to $18 worth of gold, 
and I have seen heavy rings and other 
jewellery male from the Hastings pre- 
cious metal, 


AN EXTENSIVE ARBA. 
The area of country over which the 


¢€ 


a Series of trips to the mines in the 
neighborhood, it muy be well to say a 
few words in an historical way. Mar- 
mora, be it known, is one of the oldest 
settlements in Ontario, and more than 
two generations since iron mining op- 
erations were carried on in it. It is 
about Seventy years since an English 
syndicate, known as the Marmors Foun- 
dry Company, established works there 
and for a period of about twenty years 
activeoperations were. carried on upon 
a somewhat extensive scale. Blast fur- 
naces and rolling mills were built and 
the ore was brought from Blairton, on 
Crow Lake, six miles away, and from 
other deposits in the neighborhood. The 
works finally closed down because of the 
too heavy cost of hauling the ore to the 
mills, but ‘ pigs” and other evidences 
of the operations of half a century age 
are still to be seen in the village. When 
the blast furnaces were closed the Co- 
bourg, Peterboro & Marmora Railway 
was built, and for years the ore was sent 
by rail and boat to the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg smelters. The incoming of 
cheaper ores and the imposition of high 
import duties in the United States/at 
length closed this outlet for the product, 
and ever since iron mining has been car- 
ried on ih only an intermittent and de- 
sultory manner. Since the establish- 
ment of the Hamilton smelter a year or 
two ago, a semi-revival has occurred in 
the mining of hematite and bog iron 
ores, 


A PERPECT BLDORADO. 


The gold deposits of, the Transvaal 
were known of for years before they 
were successfully developed, but finally 
a method of extracting the metal pe 
culiarly adapted to the refractory ores 
of the district turned the Rand into a 
perfect Eldorado. ' 

Judging from present appearances, 
it will not be long before a similar 
statement may be applicable to the 
mineral wealth of Hastings County. 
The existence of valuable gold veins in 
this part of the country has been ac- 
knowledged for some time, and at last 
the prospect is that a process has been 
hit upon that will make the rocks give 
up their wealth and transform the banks 
of the Moira into a veritable Trail Creek.

The possibilities of the region are not 
put any too strongly in this last sen- 
tence, for those who know whereof they 
speak admit that this region in Eastern 


gold-bearing lands extend is very large 
which is shown by outcroppings of veins 
seen in traveling by rail or driving 
along the country roads. The cuts 
made for these avenues of traffic often 
expose surface showings of what appear 
to be true veins. 


A THRIVING VILLAGE, 


Marmora is a thriving village of 800 
inhabitants, set down in the midst of 
limestone ridges (which giye way at 
the neighboring mines’to an Huronian 
syenite formation,) and making a con- 
venient trading centre for a large tract 
of country. Through it runs the Crow 
River, supplying water power for flour, 
saw and woolen mills and a sash and 
door factory. The dwelling houses of 
the place are chiefly rather fine, stone, 
brick or frame structures, of such a 
class as to evidence an unusually pros- 
perous community. The village has 
three hotels, three churches, a fine 
school building, a bank run by Mr. A. 
W. Carscallen, M.P., and five good 
general stores, one alone of which turns 
over something like $75,000 worth of 
goods every yer. The village has the 
telephone and both telegraph systems. 
It is only about four and a half hours’ 
journey from Toronto, and about the 
Same distance from either Ottawa or 
Montreal. Besides the Central Ontario 
Junction Station on the C. P. R. only 
about five miles away. there is Mar- 
mora Station on the Central Ontario, 
two and a half miles distant. 

Nor must we forget the Ontario, Bel- 
mont and Northern Railway, a ten- 
mile stretch of road, constructed from a 
junction with the C, O. right through 
the centre of Marmora to the Belmont 
iron mine, nine miles northwest of the 
village. his road, which cost about 
$75,000, was completed during the past 
summer by Messrs. W.G. and J. A. 
Gibson, of Toronto. 

THE BELMONT-BESSEMBR CO, 

Messrs. John I’. Sill of New York and 
8S. H. Janes of ‘Toronto are identified 
With the syndicate of capitalists, known 
as the Belmont-Bessemer Ore Company, 
which owns the Belmont iron mine, 
and built the railway with a view to its 


development. The line may later be ex- 


tended to Coe Hill or Cardiff. This 
mine will be dealt with in a further 
letter, 

The country immediately around 


Marmora is generally too rough for or- 
dinary farming operations, although 
some patches of rich black loam, found 
in the yalleys, between the rock-built 
hills, are tilled to good adyantage. The 
stone-strewn country, however, has 
splendid grazing lands, and consequent- 
ly a fine lot of cattle and sheep are rais- 
od in the neighborhood, partially for di-

REGARDING DIVERS. 


About Their Dress and the Depth at Which 
They May Safely Work. 

The dress of a fully equipped diver 
weighs 169 1-2 lb., and costs about $500. 
Wirst of all comes 81-2 lb. of thick un- 
derclothing, then follows the dress it- 
self, weighing 14 1b.; boots, $2 1b.; mon- 
strous things with leaden soles; breast 
and back weights, 80 lb.; and, lastly, 
the helmet, which weighs 35 lb. When 
the hull of the Great Eastern was 
cleaned by divers as she was being load- 
ed with the cable for the India sub- 
marine telegraph the contract price for 
the work was £1,800, and it was com- 
pleted in six weeks by twelve divers. 
fhe incrustation on her bottom was 
more than a foot thick, and after it 
Was removed she lifted fully two inches. 
The greatest depth at which a diver 
may safely work is 150 feet. There 
have been, however, rare instances of 
diving to 204 feet, and sustaining a 
pressure of 881-2 lb. on every square 
inch on the body of the diver. Diving 
was first incepted by the action of the 
elephant in crossing a deep river, when 
he swims beneath the water, elevating 
his'trunk, by which method he breathes. 
The work of a diver consists in re- 
covering lost articles, and slinging them 
in such a manner that they can be easi- 
ly hauled up, cleaning and coppering 
ships’ bottoms, cleaning propellers, 
and communicating by slate and voice. 
When able to work at a depth of 120 
feet a diver is considered: fully quali- 
fied. The flag ships in the British 
navy carry eight divers, and the cruis-

ELECTRIC LAUNCHES. 


Business Will Boom WW 
Made E; 


The proposed new departure in the 
propulsion of tugs by electricity on the 
River Spree, at Berlin, is assuming 
practical shape. The scheme is to es- 
tablish a service of tugs on the seven 
and a half miles of the river which 
passes through the capital by connec- 
ting the boat to a trolley line. The 
present freight charge for covering 
the distance is $7.50, but it is estimat- 
ed that by the aid of electricity this 
charge will be reduced about one half. 
Phe success of such a scheme would be 
quickly reflected in this country, where 
the use of electric launches for both 
pleasure and commercial purposes has 
been retarded from the fact of the 
scarcity of charging stations for the 
renewal of the necessary storage bat- 
teries. As soon as people begin to find 
that they can be fairly sure of being 
able to recharge their batteries when- 
ever they are in the neighborhood of a 
trolley car line, an extraordinary im- 
petus will be given to the summer bus- 
iness in electric launches.

My 
smoke-house is thirteen feet high and 
ten feet square, I hang the hams and 
bacon close to the top, in rows about 
six inches apart. It usually takes 
| about ten days to smoke properly, mak- 
}olng a smoke every other day, After 
leaving the smoke-house it is well to 
go over the hams and hands with lard 
and pollard, and stop up any place that 
is likely to be attacked with flies. 1t 
is a good plan to place the hams and 
hands in muslin bags, taking care to 
tie them tightly at the top. Hang tnem 
in a warm place. I hang my bacon 
in a kitchen. I have strips of 3x3 
timber fixed to the ceiling with hooks 
screwed into them, and suspend the 
bacon there until the weather gets 
warm; then pack it away in bran and 
sawdust, which must be dry. It should 
be taken out every six weeks and ex- 
amined, and if found to be getting mil- 
dewed or to be sweating, it should be 
rubbed dry with a cloth; then add a 
little chaff to the sawdust or bran. If 
you use bran be sure that it is free of 
mite, ‘If possible, keep the hams and 
bacon in an even temperature. ‘Too 
much heat will cause the fat to melt 
and turn rusty, and if too damp it will 
sweat and decay, By curing and treat- 
ing your bacon by this process you will 
have an article that will always com- 
mand a good price, and will keep tor 
many years. The fat remains sweet, 
and the lean soft and savory, This treat- 
ment is based on a pig weighing 200 
pounds. A smaller one does not require 
to be xe in pickle or smoke-holtse so 
long. A heavier pig would require to be 
kept longer. The longer you use the 
brine the better it is, Ist may require 
boiling occasionally,

bulletin a couple of acres is considered 
a large tract for farming purposes, Most 
of the farms are smaller, and on a little 
plot a surprising variety of orops is oulti- 
vated—a few square feet of wheat, bar- 
ley, maize and millet; a plot of beans 
perhaps 10 feet wide and 20 feet long, a 
similar area of potatoes and peas and a 
patch of onions ‘‘about as big as o 
grave,"’ beetroot, lettuce, turnips, sweet 
Potatoes and other crops ocoupy the rest 
of the area. The farmer examines his 
growing crops every morning, just as an 
engineer inspects his machinery, and if 
anything is wrong he puts it right. Ifa 
weed appears in the bean patch he pulls 
it up; if hill of potatoes or anything 
else fails it is at once replanted. When 
he cuts down a tree he always plants 
another. As soon as one crop is harvested 
the soll {s worked over, manpred, and 
forthwith resown to another crop. It is 
estimated that nine-tenths of the agricul- 
tural land of Japan is deyoted to rice 
and os this ts a crop requirlng much water 
the paddy flelds are banked up into ter- 
races, one above the other, and divided 
off into small plots 25 feet or 80 feet 
square, with ridges of earth between 
them to preyent the water from flowing 
away when they are flooded. All farm- 
ing lands are irrigated by a system, that 
is s thousand years old. Some of the 
ditchos are walled up with bamboo 
wicker work and some with tilea and 
stone, Nearly half the total population 
of Japan is engaged in agriculture. Silk 
and toa, the two chief exports of tho 
country, are raised almost by the work 
of women.—London Times.

A Naturalist Watches Him Capture a Rab- 
bit on the Bank, 

“Imay claim somo right,” aways Mr, 
FL R. Franoos, ‘to apeat confidently of 
tho ottor's proceedings when in puranit 
of his proy, since I was tho first person 
to record, from tho testimony of intelll- 
gent oyo-witnoerses, tho coursoof his deal- 
ing with his victims, both by land and 
by water, It 1s unlucky that Major Fish- 
er, who writes on such subjects with 
the keonost interost of a aportaman, 
should not have secon this tortimony, 
which would havo saved him the gratul- 
tous error of donying that tho otter sevks 
his prey on land ns well as in the water, 

“No doubt this error has beon epoour- 
nged by the porition of Lutra's eyos, 
which look upward from abovo o rathor 
flat snout. Naturalists at once inferred 
that this arrangement was for tho con- 
venience of the otter in seizing hia 
slippery victims from below. This being 
demonstrably mistake wo are tempted 
to suggest that this upward gaze enables 
him in his long dives to keep in view 
the course of the eddies and tho outline 
of the bank—matters which closely con- 


cern him. But, of course, this is mero 
sonjecture. We know, however, that 
whether on land or in the water, ho 


seizes his prey from above, inflxing al- 
most in half a moment his four claws, 
and inflloting with oager haste what is 
designed to bea fatal bite, When ho 
was watched whilo seizing a rabbit on 
the bank of the Mole he seemed not to 
have bitten deep enough, and dragged 
his victim, piteonsly squealing, into the 
river, where he deliberately drowned it, 
ond then ate {it at his leisure, washing 
the flesh from time to time, so as to sug- 
gest that the warm blood was oyerstrong 
for his digestion.

Treating Nervous Disouses of the Stomioh 
by Electricity, 


The application of electric current in 
the treatment of nervous diseases of tha 
stomach has always heretofore been tp- 
tended with both risk and discomfort, 
It was neoessary to apply only small 
doses, which had to bo under perfect 
control. Some oxperiments In France 
have demonstrated that this can now be 
dono, The current is applied directly to 
tho affected organ by monns of a special 
electrode, which the pationt passes into 
his stomach, This consists of a rubher 
tubo 1 inch thick which has at its lower 
end a yulcanite tip, and which contains 
conducting wire. The pationt first 
drinks two glasses of lukowarm water 
and then the electrode ts introduced and 
attached to the nogative polo of the bat- 
tery. From 15 to 20 iniliampores of 
current are employed for five minutes, 
The treatment has beon so succeasful that 
French elootrothorapists now look upon 
it as one of tho standard treatments for 
nervous disorders of the stomach and in- 
tostines.

In your hotel the room you 
stay im will have double windows and 
a stove four or five feet broad, two or 
three feet thick and reaching to within 
a foot or two of the ceiling. This is 
for winter.

Willing subjects. 

These are two of the features that 
tend to make the nation the mighty 
power it is. For every part of its do- 
main there is one and the same Gov- 
ernment—a Government that enters in- 
to every part of the people’s life; that 
directs, restrains, guides and encourages 
them in the most minute details. And 
the people who are thus governed not 


only do not rebel against it, but are 
lad to be under it. And as 
long as this is true, so long will the 


Russian Empire be one of the greatest 
powers on earth.

Great Storms in the West 


Loss Over a Million Dollars. 


British Columbia and the Western 
States the Sufferers. 


Seattle, Wash., Nov, 17.—Tho storm 
which {has swept Northwestern Wash- 
ington and British Columbia for the 
past 48 hours is the most severe in the 
history of the country. It is estimated 
that the damag® to railroads alone in 
Western Washington will exceed $500,- 
000 and the loss to private property is 
fully as great. While atmospheric con- 
ditions have improved slightly, the rail- 
road situation is worse than ever. ‘The 
city is absolutely shut off from commun- 
ication by rail with the eutside world, 
and from midnight Sunday until four 
o’clock yesterday afternoon all the tele- 
graph lines were paralyzed. The over- 
land Pacific express which left Tacoma 
Sunday night, encountered a huge land- 
slide near Easton, on the eastern slope 
of the Cascades, and returned to Tacoma 
yesterday afternoon. A few milesfrom 
Easton the Yakima River bridge is 
washed away. The damage beyond 
that point is not known, communication 
being interrupted. 

The Portland branch of the Northern 
Pacific is likewise disabled by a big 
landslide in Cowlitz Valley, 50 miles 
south of Tacoma. The Great Northern 
Railway is the heaviest sufferer, and all 
its lines on this side of the Cascades are 
in a deplorable condition.

Women in Business. 


They are Taking the Place of Men 
in Many Occupations, 

At the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, held at St. Louis during the past 
week, a report was read by a Massa- 
chusetts delegate which stated that wo- 
men are engaging more and more in 
business, There are insurance agents, 
jewelers, journalists, newspaper agents, 
registers of deeds, deputy registers, real 
estate brokers, musical conductors,keep- 
ers of bees, market gardeners, commis- 
Sion agents, bank cashiers, window 
dressers, paper doll designers,sign paint- 
ers, Shingle makers, steel workers, clock 
and watch makers, dairy farmers,ranch 
owners, etc, There are artists in cook- 
ery, millinery, dress-making, bicycle 
costuming, photographers, engravers, 
painters. There are in England about 
9000 women in the civil service, 700 jour- 
nalists, 180 reporters, 347 women black- 
smiths, 12,000 book-binders and printers, 
9138 nailmakers, also many thousands 
in almost every department of work. 
Three young women are the proprietors 
and supervise their large restaurant in 
the Chamber of Commerce building, 
Cincinnati.

In British Columbia the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railroad, for a distance of 100 miles 
east of Vancouver, has been seriously 
damaged.

In flye minutes a physician made an ex- 
amination of the grinning corpse in the 
chair and deolared life extinct. The hody 
was removed by the four attendants and 
thrown behind the platform upon which 
the garrote rtood, 

The others, who wero. colored men. 
Were dispatched in the same way, but 
were longer in dying than their white 
companion. Their bodies were thrown 
on the ground, to be buried, it was said, 
in a pit, where the bodies of all victims 
are thrown and covered with quicklime. 

The executioner is a Ife prisoner, who 
js paid $17 in gold for each man gar- 
roted, which he is allowed to spend upon 
himself, He was dressed in black, with 
stripes of white on the back of his coat, 
such as prigoners in the ponitentiary 
wear, Three months previously he had per- 
formed his first work as an executioner. 
He bungled the job so badly that his 
predecessor, a powerful black man, was 
called in to finish tho job. 


Compressed Alr for Street Railways, * 

The fact that French engineers have 
been testing compressed air for oar trao- 
tion purposes for the last fifteen years, 
has been recently adduced as an argu- 
ment in favor of this system. M. B. 
Abdank, a leading authority on the past 
and present condition of street practice 
in France, states that after every con- 
celyatle meung of streat car propulsion, 
including ordinary methods, superheated 
steam and compressed air, have been 
tried, each, with one exception, 
city, has been or will shortly be aban- 
doned. The superheated system he con- 
siders doud, although it is continued in 
many places because of the great cost 
that would be inyolved in making a 
change. Although the compressed air 
system is in larger use, he pronounces 
the same yerdict upon it. No better con- 
firmation of this opinion could be made 
than that shown by the present status of 
the several systems in use in France, 
Although the trolley system was intro- 
duced but three years in that country, it 
runs already over 500 miles, while there 
are at present but forty-one miles of 
compressed air roads, although that sys- 
tem was established in 1881, There has 
not been added a single compressed air 
line since the trolley asserted its supert- 
ority. The mileage of superheated steam 
roads 1s eyon smaller than that of com- 
pressed air roads, The downfall of com- 
pressed air traction M. Abdank attrib- 

2s to the trolley, the repair cost alone 
on air motors used in France being onor- 
mous. M. Abdank regards tho cable 
system as antiquated and doomed soon 
to become obsolete. American manufaoc- 
turers of electric railway apparatus are 
urged to study the conditions now oxist- 
ing throughout France, and espeolally in 
Paris, where the general introduction of 
both underground and overhead trolley 
systems is likely to tnke place before the 
opening of the International Exposition 
of 1900, 


Tho Childron and the Church. 


The presence of children in the house 
of God at the hour of divine worship is 
an importunt characteristic of an ideal 
church. The practice of leaying tho chil- 
dren at home when the parents go to 
church is entirely too common, If the 
oncoming generation is to be trained to 
churoh-gotng and properly fitted for the 
reljgious responsibility of mature years, 
tho time to bogin is in childhood. The 
{deal church {is constituted of all ages 
ond all grades. Tho young and old, 
‘the ricoh and the poor meet together; the 
Lord is the makor of them all’? Un- 
quostionably a great wrong js inflicted 
upon young children in oxcluding them 
from the regular services of the xunctuary 
on tho Lord's day, and the result is in 
jurious to the church. For, the natural 
and logical tendenoy of this evil habit is 
to inoreaso the numbor,already too great, 
of non-churchgoers, 

A Swimming Machino, 

Tho old-fashioned method of teaching 
swimming by means of a belt anda 
ropo running om # wiro ovor tho bath ia 
still in vogue in many swimming 
schools, and has survived many more 
pretentious systems. A somewhat clabor- 
ate-looking machine has been invented 
for this purpose which ta sald to be of 
great assistance to the swimming pupil. 
The machino is o series of strong motal 
rods on which the pupil is placed. Theso 
rods moyo in such a way as to cause tho 
pupil to mako all the motions of swim 
ming. Whon tho habit of striking out 
properly is learned, tho loarner ia allowed 
to go into water and put it into prac-

No one knows when or how 
it was discovered, for as tar back to the 
dark ages as records or tradition will 
carry us we find that gunpowder, though 
not used for guns,was known. It was, no 
doubt, looked upon with awe and fear 
by the ancients on account of its flame, 
its noise and its rending force, but their 
limited mechanical skill could suggest 
very little use for it. 

Possibly it was used in warfare long 
before the beginning of history, but tho 
first man In historical times to form an 
idea of the terrible destruction which 
this awful, bursting, fiery substance 
might produce was an English monk 
named Roger Bacon. Monks in his day 
wero the chemists, scholars and writers 
of tho world, and this Roger Bacon 
traveled and studied muoh and made

463 tons were steamers, and 927 of 433,- 
815 tons were sailing vessels. These fig- 
ures exceed the average of the pre- 
ceding four years by 62 steamers of 81,- 
519 tons, and by 55 sailing vessels of 
42,940 tons. 

As regards steamers owned 
United Kingdom the return 
above the average, while as regards 
sailing vessels it is somewhat below. 
The increase in the case of the former 
is due, not to actual wrecks, but to 
the large tonnage broken up, con- 


demned, etc. Apart from such cases, 
the United Kingdom steam tonnage 
lost during 1895 is only equal to the 
average of the last four years, not- 
Withstanding that since 1891 the ton- 
nage owned has increased by 1,500,000 
tons. 

The summary exhibits interesting 
data as to the relative frequency of the 
different kinds of casuality, etc., which 
conclude the existence of vessels. 
Strandings and kindred casualities, 
which are comprised under the term 
“wrecked,” are much \the most prolific 
cause of disaster. To such casualities 
are attributable about 40 per cent. of 
the losses of both steamers and sailing 
vessels, The next most frequent ter- 
mination of a yessel’s career is by con- 
demnation, dismantling, etc.; 20 per 
cent. of the vessels removed from the 
merchant fleets of the world are ac- 
counted for in this manner. 

Of the remaining causes of loss, col- 
lision is the most general for steamers 
(10 per cent.), and abandonment at sea, 
for sailing vessels (15 per cent). Cases 
of abandoned, foundered, and missing 
vessels may, perhaps, be regarded as 
frequently more or less similar in the 
circumstances of Joss. If these be ta- 
ken collectively, they comprehend 18 per 
cent. of the losses of steamers, and 
nearly 30 per cent. of the losses of sail- 
ing vessels, The percentages here given 
are based on the present return alone, 
but the order of frequency of the sev- 
eral classes of casuality appears to be 
normal. z ‘ 

The return has been compiled in such 
& manner as to enable a comparison to 
be made between the percentages of loss 
suffered by each of the principal mer- 
chant navies of the world. Great as the 
annual loss of vessels belonging to the 
United Kingdom appears to be, it is 
seen to form a very moderate percent- 
age of the mercantile marine of the 
country, and to compare favourably 
with the losses sustained by other lead- 
ing maritime countries. The merchant 
navies which exceed a total of 1,000,000 
tons are those of the United ingdom,

This is due to the different distances 
which comets hold, with respect to the 
earth. While the great comet of 1861 
had a tail which stretched away more 
than 15,000,000 mites, its apparent 
length was five times that distance.

1861, was r y 50,000,000 miles in 
length, The comet of 1861 was only 
about 13,000,000 miles from us, while

Thomas Hogg, all aloes, and nearly all 
large tub plants—rubber trees, orange 
and lemon trees, palms, azaleas, and 
the like—may be watered once or twice, 
as the soil gets very dry; geraniums 
and begonias and fuschias need yery 
little water except when they are in 
small pots; then the soil should not 
be allowed to get quite dust dry. But 
it. is always better to err on the side 
of dryness than of too much moisture. 
Large geraniums, indeed, may have'the 
dirt shaken from their roots and then 
be ‘hung in bunches to the rafters or 
put in barrels, and so long as the roots 
are kept dry and away from currents 
of air, they are all right. 

Late in the winter most of the 
plants will wake and begin to send out 
tiny green shoots; if they have been 
stimulated this will oceur too early,and 
the shoots will be frail and finally die;

AMERICAN CATTLE. 


Growth and Peeullaritics of the Ex 
Trade. < 
According to a British Government 
report, the importation of American cat- 
tle into England is steadily on the in- 
crease. For the first five months of 
the current year it was 175,000 head 
as compared with 112,000 for the same 
period last year. If this rate per month 
be sustained, the year's import will b 
over 400,000, or much larger than t 
exceptional importation in 1892. The 
London and Liverpool markets hay 
been so heavily supplied that the pri 
of American beeves have there fallen 
as low as 9 to 9 1-2 cents per poun 
(estimated dress weight); while expo: to 
steers were being quoted at Chicag 
3.75 to 4 cents per pound live weight 
At these rates shipments must hi

USEFUL RECIPES. 

German Coffee Cake.—To two cups of 
warm water addone cake of dry yeast 
(previously soaked) or one small cup of 
home-made yeast and flour enough to 
make moderately thick sponge when 
well beaten; set in a warm place to 
rise over night. In the morning heat 
three cups of new milk, remove from 


the fire, put in one coffee cup of but-

You, Mr. Editor, 
last winter called the attention of the 
powers to be to the all important mat- 
ter of having the road open to and from 
Stirling during the winter. Promise af- 
ter poe has been made that this 
would be opened. The Rawdon Coun- 
cil last spring promised a deputation 
from this place that the matter should 
be attended to at once, for in their opin- 
ion (the council) the road was greatly 
needed. ‘This is conceded by every one 
who knows the circumstances. Winter 
is rapidly approaching, if not already 
here, and with its advent we must ex- 
pect a repitition of the trouble in former 
years, and yet the work has not start- 
ed, and people are asking ‘‘ Why not?” 
Why this delay? Do the council in- 
tend to weary our patience? I have 
waited this late in the season, hoping 
some abler pen than mine would again 
agitate the matter, and I hope some one 
of the many interested will be heard 
from, through the press or otherwise, 
and demand our rights. I may add for 
the information of your readers that the 
Huntingdon council, seeing the need of 
a good road from the Madoc gravel to 
Stirling, have cut down and greatly im- 
proved the hill east of Tuftsville. The 
work done is a credit to the council, and 
also to Mr. Ledéter, who superintended 
it.

A Prohibition Appeal. 


The secretary of the Ontario Alliance 
is making a special effort te arouse the 
temperance workers of the province to 
the importance of the pending munici- 
pal elections. He has issued an appeal 
saying :—'In afew weeks the Province 
of Ontario will be full of excitement, 
preparations will be under way for the 
usual annual election of municipal 
councils and school boards for the var- 
ious cities, towns, incorporated villages 
and townships of the prevince. This 
opportunity eught not to be lost sight 
of by the friends of the temperance 
cause. By wise action they may do 
much to win results that will be helpful 
in the great campaign for national pro- 
hibition that will be entered upon later 
on. They may also in many cases se- 
cure the election of such councils as 
will use their statutary powers to re- 
duce the number of liguor licenses to 
be issued in the various municipalities, 
to submit to the electors local option 
prohibitory by-laws, to insist upon the 
enforcement of the law against illicit 
liquor selling, and in every way to se- 
cure the advancement of right and the 
restriction of the terrible liquor evil. 
At present we do not know the details 
of the plan upon which voting will be 
carried on in the plebiscite. We do 
know this, however, that having honest 
municipal councils will be a great ad- 
vantage to us in securing proper voters’ 
lists, and in other ways ensuring a fair 
and honest expression of public opinion 
on the great isgue to be submitted.

PURIFY THE SKIN. 
The skin is constantly undergoing 


the processes of reproduction and de- 
cay—constantly secreting and endeavor- 
ing to throw off the decayed and use- 
less matter. The skin if the face 
throws off dead and useless scurf in 
tiny, dust-like particles. If daily these 
little specks of dead cuticle are remov- 
ed by friction and a detergent, the chan- 
nels are kept open and disease cannot, 
unless inherited or contagious, attack

Unfortunately, our climate, with its 


sudden changes, too frequently checks 
the flow of perspiration which, un- 
restrained, would of itself carfy off the 
dead matter. The consequence of the 
arrested effort to free the pores is con- 
gested, and the result is a skin loaded 
and obstructed with adhering refuse 
matter, which is actually poisonous in 
its effects when forced back into the 
blood. t 


Hence are due the skin diseases and 


disfigurements, The woman who would 
have a beautiful white satiny skin 
should know that cleanliness should be 
active in order that all corporal impuri- 
ties may be thrown off, cutaneous erup- 
tions removed, and the entire surface of 
the kody made as pure and smooth and 
bright as in infancy. No simple wash- 
ing or bathing will do this, though such 
ablution be performed six times a day. 
There is no purification of the skin, 
and no cure for diseases resulting from 
obstructed pores, except through water 
and soap and friction. 


Eczema is in its simplest form a dis- 


ease characterized by the eruption of a 


in patches usually confined to one part 
of the body at a time. The pimples are 
accompanied by intense itching, and the 
result of scratching is to tear the thin, 
inflamed cuticle, and so irritate it that 
it suppurates and dries, leaving, after 
the crust has fallen, a little red marl 
upon the skin, which is either dry, or, 
in some cases, wet, with a thin, milky~- 
looking discharge, which exudes from a 
tiny opening in the centre of the pimple. 


This discharge often ceases in a few. 


days, but frequently runs on for months 
—one patch healing as another reap- 
pears. Chronic or acute eczema is ec- 
zema simple in its most aggravated 
form, and if not checked results in ab- 
scesses and excessive suffering. 


The causes of eczema are frequently 


very obscure—it is often inherited, and 
when this is the case it is seldom possi- 
ble to do more than palliate it or hold 
it in check.

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KING OF THE BUMS, 


Once un Hotolkecpor Wuterloo—Now 
Now Burled in Chicago. 

Edmund G. Brown, better known as 
“Brownle, tho King of tho Buma,"’ is 
doad. He died in Chicago, Brownlo for 
yoara has been well known in the lat 
ward politica, whore hoe gained an in- 
ternational reputation in connection with 
the book “If Christ Came to Chiongo,"’ 
written by W. T. Stead, tho London 
editor, Whon Mr, Stead came to Chicago 
and announced his intention of writing a 
book he looked around for a man familiar 
with the slums and ono who could give 
him valuable pointers on that phase of 
life in Chicago, He hose Brownlo, who 
proved to be « valuable nseistant to him 
For years Brownla had been known on 
the ‘leyes.'’ He was a babltue of every 
resort in the ‘‘tenderloin’’ district. < 

Brown was born in Middleton, near 
Montreal, Canada, 40 years ngu. His 
fathor was a wealthy grain doaler and 
gave hia son the advantages of n college 
education, Boon after leaving college 
young Brown went to Watertown, N. Y 
where he assumed the management of 
the St. Lawrence Hotel. About this 
timo the elder Brown died, lenaying hin 
son $25,000. 

In threo years the young man had 
spent the fortune. In 1881 he came to 
Chicago and put up at Walsh's lodging- 
honse, No. 826 Clark strect. He was 
without money, but because of his dress 
and education he was given the title of 
‘king of the buma.’’ Ho at once became 
active in politics, and since then has 
been o power inthe {th and 19th pre- 
cinots. 

His death is said to have been directly 
due to the inordinate use of cigarettes, 


My Lady's Buttony, 

Ruttons of to-day can scarcely be called 
buttons, as they much more resemble 
elaborate brooches, yet withal buttons 
they are called. Surely they were more 
suitable for articles of jowelry last sea- 
son, yet they are still more heautiful for 
the coming season. In size they vary 
from the size and shape of single gems 
worn in the ears to elaborations of 
jewels and pearls, mosaic or filigree, the 
size of a silver dollar, but generally the 
size is that of a half dollar. In such sizes 
are seen large dome centers of pearl, set 
round with brilliants, rubles, sapphires, 
emeralds, etc., or encircled with Oriental 
filigree. Again, o large brilliant has the 
center set round with eight pearls the 
size of a small pea, and again outlined 
in fine filigree in points of gold, green, 
blue and various tints.

center paintings also appear in the large- 
sized round buttons. The flowers, al- 
though small, are charmingly realistic. 
Large metal buttons frequently quite 
gigantic, sport jeweled centers, and cel- 
luloid have gold centers. Tho coloring of 
the celluloid is specially good and in 
great variety. Some of the painted cen- 
ters are of the aize of m quarter. Imita- 
tion pearl centers are among the features 
of the hour, Small heart shapes of jewels 
are outlined with filigree and are charm- 
ingly offective, and finely wrought but- 
tons nro the size of a dime snd are 
pretty. Large jet and cut steel buttons 
are still to the fore. Although the but- 
tons are round or square, there ia im- 
mensce yoriety in these shapes, some 
presenting almost flat surfaces, othors 
raised at the center or at the odge, or in- 
termediately. The sizes and shapes of 
the various goms also produce many 
pleasing varioties of tout ensemble, 
Jewel buttons, although presenting 
exact representations of those to be seen 
in the shops of venders of real gems, are 
inexpensive in the extreme {in compari- 
son with the style andoffect.—New York

Denver glories in many record-break- 
ing wheelmen and also in one record- 
breaking wheelwoman. Mrs, Rinehart, a 
society beauty, who recently rode a 
double century in twenty and one-third 
hours. The Cycling West says this is tho 
first time a woman has made such a ride, 
that few men are able to accomplish the 
feat.and that no Coloradoan has ever 
done it. Mrs, Rhinehart left her home in 
Denver Wednesday morning a week ago 
at 4.05, and completed her first century 
oyer the Evans course at 12.46, or eight 
hours and forty minutes for the trip. 
After lunch anda rest of an hour, she 
started at 1.45 p.m. for the second half 
of her rido. She rode to Platteville, thirty- 
eix miles, and return to Denver, making 
seventy-two miles, and completed the 
balance of the double century on the 
Littleton course. When she had finished 
at 12.45 Thursday morning her oyolo- 
meter registered 203 miles. She endured 
many hardships, espectally on the last 
century, Before going fifteen miles on 
the Plattville road, and after making 
118 miles, she encountered a rain storm. 
This continued until she found herself 
pushing through isolated mud holes and 
immenso stretches of water, which snb- 
merged the road in many places, The 
lust thirty miles was where hor great 
pluck and endurance were brought into 


play. The distance was done in inky 
darkness. She was accompanied by her 
husband, who would have gladly re- 


linquished any glory to sit beside a fire 
in a comfortable home in preference to 
braving the big electrical storm which 
swept over Denver on that night. send- 
ing shects of rain in the faces of pedes- 
trians and covering the road with shim- 
mering pools of water, discernible only 
when a flash of lightning lit up the road 
ahead. ‘’o make matters worse, Mrs. 
Rhinchart's tire punctured on the Little- 
ton course, and she rode fifteen miles on 
a fiat tire, To summorize the time and 
conditions of her ride, she made 203 
miles in twenty-four hours and twenty 
minutes; rode firat ocontury in 8:40, 
seoond in 10:40; fifty miles were ridden 
in rain, darkness and mud; sho was 
alone for 172 miles of the trip; had only 
twonty-threo miles of favorable wind, 
and rode fiftoen miles on a flat tire.—

Surgeons Just Begt 
ne of Th 


Dr. Macintyre says the opinion held 
by many that we have arrived at about 
the end of knowledge of the Roentgen 
rays, so far as regards practical results 
is entirely erroneous. On the contrary 
We are only just beginning to realize 
their possibilities. Dr. Macintyre be- 
lieves that we shall eventually be able 
to photograph not only the whole hu- 
man skeleton in life, but the contents 
of the three great cavities of the human 
body, as well as the surrounding osseous 
walls. It was suggested that if the 
bones of the extremities were to be 
phiotographed with certain apparatus in 
a given time, by diminishing the ex- 
posure the soft tissues might be caught 
before they disappeared, By carefully 
judging the exposure not only the 
bones in disease were photographed,but 
also the fleshy parts, and this with 
such accuracy that the surgeon could 
See the internal pathological change and 
the external confiugration of the part 
as well on the same plate. But when 
it came to an examination of the or- 
gans of the body it was found that 
the rule did not apply, and instead of 
less force more was required. By a spe- 
cial arrangement of the tube, the heart, 
sternum and ribs were photographed 
on one plate, and when the patient was

CURLING THE HAIR. 


Curling is a process which should be 
undertaken most carefully. Heating 
with irons should be avoided as much 
as possible. When using them give 
yourself plenty of time. ‘The hasty use 
of overheated irons is the cause of many 
short, fuzzy-looking fringes one sees. 
Phe best plan for curling the hair is to 
put it into curling pins over night, as 
the constant use of irons causes the 
hair to wither and snap.
